An Open Letter. 


The following is a translation 
ofa letter which Gan. Han Shu- 
tseng, Little Hsy, has sent to 
Gen. Wu Pai-fu in response to

My relative, Me, Hsia Chuog- 
tao, haa written me from Poking 
to inform mo that General Chang 
Shao-tseng, acting on your 
behalf, wishes to°canvey to me 
your greetings and your desire 
to co-operate with ma ia workiag 
for the reunification of the 
conuntrs. It is stated that you 
had asserted that in order to 
ually the country, the North.and 
South must each unity itself; 
and tbat tha union emong the 
Northern interests cannot be 
effected unless an understanding 
is reached with me. Therefore, 
Mr. Hsia as asked to interview 
me personally and to secure my 
views. 7 . 

Whether this idea actually 
otiginated from you or noi, [ 
cannot judge arbitrarily. But 
General Chang hed, on previous 
occasions, acted as your ageat 
and formulsted plans on your 
bahalf. Whaetevar he says cannot 
be ragsarced as entirely ground- 
tess. So Ibex to offer thefollow- 
ing statement in reply. 

Like a person with many dis- 
eases, China’s national life is 
flickering between life and death. 

The onty remedy for her to-day 
is unification.” But it should be

‘POLICE MATTERS. 


—_— 


Two evenings ago we have 
something to say in this colums 
regarding our native police. We 
revert to the question, because 
we are convinced that the Colony 
is not getting full value for the 
money spent om this section of 
the force. Masbe we are not 
spending enough, and, for that 
very reason, that what we do 
epend is largely wasted. The 
figures we cited on Tuesday 
showed that oue Chinese con- 
stables are no> paid su much as 
foany 8 cookbor gets, whilst the 
Indians receive even less still. En 
a police force. adequate pay iga 
prime essential. Underpaid meno 
not only scamp their work. but 
they are often tempted to indulge 
in corrupt practices. What needs 
to bedone is to make the job auch 
that the Iukonz or the Indian 
constable will net care to tose it. 
Then’ we shall get better work 
from these men. As matters are, 
we fear that the Tazy and the 
work-shy are to be found in large 
notobers in the native sections af 
the force. , 

‘Then, besides pay, there are 
the general conditions of service 
to te taken into account. We 
are told that there ig a deal 
of dissatisfaction amonogs: the 
Indians and Chinese regarding 
the numb rof drills they have to 
put in--one a week, at leas:, it is 
eaid. These drills are often done 
in the men’s own time: that is, 
they do their duty hours aad 
perhaps Police Court work and 
then fill, in between times with 
drill. Drith is a very excellent 
thing in’ many respects. It is 
good for discipline, we kuow. 
But, after all, our police are not 
soldiers, and at no time are they 
required to attack in mass 
‘ormation or deploy on the field. 
All the drill a policeman requires 
to be acquainted with is the 
‘shou, number off, form fours, 
right, quick march, so that 
squads may be moved in decent 
order and not like # flock of 
sheep. We want our police to do 
police. work, but if their time is 
taken up with semi-military duty, 
which must sppear, to then 
rather useless,, we cannot expect 
to get the best outofthem. When 
off duty, men want to rest. and 


not to be scampering about as doing 


removal of irksome testrictions 
aod the provision of decent ving 
conditions, to make them com- 
foriable in ther jobs. These 
things assuted. we should get far 
beuer Service than we naw do.

N-tcontent 
with bis first sighting allusion. 
Joie proceeded fo state that 
appointment of sach journalis 
as editors of Far Eastern nublica- 
tions was “ian insul: to the Chi- 
nesa tntelligentzia” . Mi. Joffe 
bimself offered’ a far vreater 
insult to China's intelligentzia, or 
the section of it present at the 
barquet, by his farrago of Com- 
mumstic cant, notwithstanding 
that this seems to have gonedown 
well, possibly. sided by the con- 
vivial atmosphere. M. Joffe,i 
by the war, introduced 
himeclf as an od journalist, 
imtimating that his  senge 
of professional pride, render- 
ed the alleged shortcomings of 
Far Eastern pressmen special- 
ly objectionable ta him. 
do not remember this Envoy 
Extraordinsry 29 one of toe big 
guns of the European Press. but 
everybody will recollect him asa 
signstory ty the iniquitous treaty 
of Bres!t-Litovsk, which. the 
Allies undid. Asa final touch to 
his comparison, Mv Joffe ‘sé 
tha: Western journalists here are 
not to 0&2 confused with the 
gentlemen of the Chinese Press 
either—thove incorruptible scribes 
who subject their Government to 
dire threats because of the with- 
drawal. of subsidies. And an 
‘Huminating commentary upon 
this ludicrous exbibition of 
unctoouaness is ‘supplied by the 
Eusdern Times, which reports that 
M. Joffe. ta encourage Bolshevist 
tropaganda in Chins, has pro- 
vided donatives for these native 
publicists and “intellectuals.”

aversge dreit. All a:qnainted 
with the early colonisation efforts 
of the Portugnese in the Far 
East bave marked with a pang 
of regret the decadence of Macao 
from its former important position, 
due to the silting up of the 
barbour by the vast quantics of 
mud that bas been brought down 
the river. With tha marchof tima 
and the replacement of sailing 
vessels bs atesmers of 
deeper draft, the disadvantaga 
bas been more and more 
keenly felt, and there has long 
been a desire to restore the port to 
something spproschingitsold- time 
importance. 

The ides! of Sfacao. said 
Atmiral Lacarda, was not 
to make the Portugueye port a 
rival of Hongkong which would be 
quite impossible, but to give ita 
fair share of shipping to which its 
position entitles it, and the propes- 
ed scheme now in kand wil] aim 
‘to give the harbour a sufficient 
depth for vessela of mean draft. 


‘Certain techaical and financial 


difficulties have hitherto stood-in 
the way of the realisation of these 
plans but it was now possible to Bo 
zbead.

This plan, which it is proposed to 
carry out at once, is very com- 
prebensive, but the potentialitirs 
of the port, regarded from the 
point, of view of its pos- 
sible. conversion into 2 rail- 
wey terminus for the rich and 
densely, populated district of 
Heungshen, bes now relegated it 
to the position-of being only the 
central featura of a larger schome 
which takesinto sccount the 
possibilities of the port as.a com- 
mercial outlet.
